Pair threaten

described as critical. As 
the Star went to press 
yesterday (Wednesday), 
medics said she 
remained in a serious 
but stable condition. 


The two 15-year-olds 
were discharged aftre 
receiving treatment for 
their injuries. 

Officers arrested eight 
girls aged between 14 
and 18 from 
Hertfordshire and north 
London following the 
attack. Seven have since 
been released on police 
bail until January 
pending further 
inquiries while the 
eighth — an 18-year-old 
from Palmers Green — 
has now been released 
without charge. 


A Sainsbury’s employee 
said: “It really hits 
home when something 
as terrible as this 
happens just yards away 
from where you spend 
your working day. 

“All our thoughts are 
with the families of the 
young girls who were 
the victims of this 
attack. I can’t imagine 
what they must be 
going through.” 

A shopper at the Fifth 
Avenue store, who 
asked to remain 
anonymous, added: 
“This is the sort of 
terrible violence you 
think of as only 
happening in big cities 
with serious crime 
problems. I’m shocked 
it has happened in 
Harlow and involved 
such young girls.” 


Superintendent Ewen 
Wilson, head of 
territorial policing at 
Essex Police, said knife 
crime would always be 
dealt with robustly and 
highlighted the ongoing 
work of the force in 
educating youngsters 
about the dangers and 
consequences of 
carrying weapons. 

“We will continue to 
work tirelessly to 
ensure that levels of 
knife crime in Essex 
remain low,” he added. 
“Those responsible for 
committing such 
offences will always be 
dealt with robustly.” 


Family tributes 
to the victim of 
holiday tragedy 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a Harlow 
businessman who drowned while on a 
family holiday. 

Ewan Kerr (49), brother of the town’s former 
Labour Euro MP Hugh Kerr, was found face 
down in the sea after attempting to swim to a 
group of rocks in northern Cyprus. 

He was pulled ashore but despite attempts to save 
him he never regained consciousness. 

This week his partner Yvonne Dean, with whom he 
lived in Morley Grove, Harlow, said: “The family and 
everyone at his company is still in shock. We carry on 
day-to-day because that is what Ewan was like.” 

His brother Hugh, who also served as a local coun- 
cillor in Harlow, said: “It is such a tragedy to lose 
somebody at such a young age. 

“Ewan was a lovely lad. All his staff who came to 
the funeral said he looked after them well.” 

Mr Kerr owned and ran electronics and lighting 
firm Telesys Lighting Services in Coldharbour Road. 
The firm has been going for five years after his orig- 
inal company, Telesys UK which he set up in 1989, 
branched off.

Extra funding 
for services to 


help migrants 


A MASSIVE windfall grant 
has been awarded to Harlow 
to help the town’s huge 
migrant population. 

A total of £220,000 will be 
ploughed into services for for- 
eign residents after it was found 
the number arriving in the town 
was growing at an above-average 
rate. 

It is hoped the investment which 
has been jointly awarded to Harlow 
Council and Harlow 2020 — the 
umbrella organisation for the main 
public services in the town — will 
enable migrants to better support 
themselves. 

Andrew Johnson, leader of 
Harlow Council, said: “We are very 
pleased to receive the funding in

recognition of the pressures that 
local services face from migration.” 
Jackie Sully, chairwoman of 
Harlow 2020, added: “The funding 
will help us to carry out long-term 
research into needs and also to tack- 
le immediate issues such as lack of 
housing and the need for advice, 
legal and translation services.” 
During the period 2005-07 the 
number of Polish migrants arriving 
in the town and registering for work 
increased by 90 per cent compared 
to 30 per cent for the rest of Essex. 
The funding will be split between 
the town’s Integration Support 
Service, which helps people with a 


variety of issues when they arrive in 
the town, and Harlow Council proj- 
ects including a rent deposit scheme 
specifically for migrants which 
would enable money to be loaned to 
them so they can rent in the private 
sector and take pressure off the 
council housing waiting list. 

Mimoza Matoshi, of Integrated 
Support Services, said: “We are a 
well-established charity supporting 
migrants and other ethnic minority 
groups to integrate successfully in 
the UK community. 

“This funding will increase the 
capacity and improve the infrastruc- 
ture of our organisations to help 
public sector organisations, individ- 
uals and groups when dealing with 
any issues relating to migrants and 
other ethnic minority communities.”

Dealer who 
was selling 
fake stamps 
is Spared jail 


A DEALER in counterfeit 
stamps who pleaded guilty 
to possessing 22,800 items 
worth £8,000 has been 
ordered to carry out 280 
hours of unpaid work in the 
community. 

Francis Leach (29), of 
Silvesters, Harlow, was 
told by a judge at 
Chelmsford Crown Court 
that if he had been caught 
counterfeiting 200 years 
ago he could have been 
hanged or sentenced to 
transportation. 

Leach breathed a sigh of 
relief at being spared 
prison and as he left court, 
said: “I am very fortunate. 
It did cross my mind that I 
could have been hanged for 
this in the past.” 

Prosecutor Warren 
Tatford said the stamps 
were found at Leach’s 
home on August 14 last 
year by police officers exe- 
cuting a search warrant. 

When police arrived 
Leach, who was said to be 
£250,000 in debt and fac- 
ing bankruptcy proceed- 
ings, said: “Is this some- 
thing to do with the stamps

A ROW has erupted after 
Harlow’s Liberal Democrat 
councillors questioned the 
ruling Conservative 
administration’s green 
credentials and accused it of 
failing to make a firm 
commitment to reducing the 
authority’s carbon footprint. 


A motion tabled by the Lib 
Dems at Thursday’s full 
council meeting called on 
the authority to sign up to 
the national 10:10 
Campaign and cut carbon 
emissions by 10 per cent 
next year, as well as 
encourage residents, 
businesses and other 
organisations in the town to 
do the same. 


But following a discussion 
on the issue, the Tories 
amended the wording of the 
motion before it was voted 
through, pledging instead to 
cut the authority’s energy 
consumption by 10 per cent 
but without signing up to 
the 10:10 scheme. 


Liberal Democrat group 
leader Chris Millington said: 
“The Tories’ refusal to 
accept our motion is very 
sad given how important 
tackling climate change is to 
the future of this planet. 


“Tt is sad that they have 
refused to take a lead and 
join other councils in 
championing the 10:10 
initiative, a failure driven by 
spite and petty mindedness 
simply because the initiative 
came from the Liberal 
Democrats.” 

But council leader Andrew 
Johnson dismissed Lib Dem 
claims of a cop-out, arguing 
that cutting back on energy 
consumption was a much 
more measurable means of 
tackling climate change. 
“While 10:10 is a very 
laudable campaign, the 
problem we had was that it 
is neither specific enough 
nor easily measurable,” he 
told the Star. 

“By concentrating on 
reducing our energy 
consumption and 
encouraging others to do the 
same, we will be able to see 
the reductions much more 
clearly.”

HEALTH chiefs have 
heaped praise on staff 
after it was reported that 
no cases of the deadly 
MRSA bug had been 
recorded at Harlow’s 
Princess Alexandra Hosp- 
ital for a period of more 
than 200 days. 

The zero-infection land- 
mark was reached on Satur- 
day, making PAH only one of 
a handful of hospitals in the 
country to achieve the stan- 
dard. 

And it highlights the improve- 
ments made since an inspection 
carried out last year which said 
levels of hygiene and cleanliness 
at the hospital were among the 
worst in the country. 

Chris Pocklington, chief execu- 
tive of the PAH NHS Trust, said 
this week: “It is a fantastic 
achievement by our staff. We are 
now one of the first acute hospi- 
tals in the country to pass the 200 
-day milestone without any case

of MRSA blood infections. 

“We have already been praised 
for our work in reducing 
Clostridium difficile (C.diff) at 
the hospital and are now ranked 
one of the best performing trusts 
in the country in controlling both 
C.diff and MRSA.” 

The hospital began tightening 
its infection-control procedures 
after details of a self-assessment 
carried out by its own staff last 
year revealed PAH to be one of 
eight hospital trusts which failed 
to meet two out of three key 
hygiene targets last year. 

The data, based on PAH man- 
agers’ own analysis of perform- 
ance in the year ending March 31, 
2008, revealed the hospital failed 
to have systems in place to ensure 
the risk of hospital-acquired 
infection to patients was reduced 
and failed to provide services in 
environments which promoted 
effective care and optimised 
health outcomes with cleanliness 
levels that met the national speci- 
fication. 

But massive strides have been 
made with, according to the 
Department of Health, the trust 
reporting seven cases of MRSA 
against a target of 12 from April 
1, 2008 to March 31 this year. 
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For C.diff, only 38 cases were 
reported against a target of 107 
during the same period. 

Mr Pocklington added: “I 
would pay tribute to our infection 
control staff, our in-house clean- 
ing team and all staff in the hospi- 
tal for their ongoing vigilance and

hard work in controlling infec- 
tions. 

“Many NHS _ organisations 
have stated an aim of going a year 
without an MRSA blood infec- 
tion and we are over half 
way to achieving just 
that.” 
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CASH-strapped council tenants could- 
save £150 on average per year if coun- 
cil chiefs sign a deal to reduce rent 
rises.

£36,061, despite being assured by 
Harlow Council the costs would be 
split evenly between each household. 

The former builder, who lives with 
pregnant wife Agnes and son Kacpar, 
was further angered by what he claims 
is the poor standard of the work that 
was carried out. 

“T was told the costs would be split 
evenly between each flat but it doesn’t 
take a genius to work out that my bill is 
more than double what it should be if 
that was true,” he told the Star. 

“Not only that but the quality of the 
repainting and repairs is very poor. I 
used to be a builder and there is no way 
I would have done such a bad job.” 

Refusing to pay his bill until the 
work has been rectified, Mr 
Nowosielski has now been threatened 
with legal action by the council. But 
this week he was adamant he would not 
be “bullied” into paying over the odds. 

“If I had gone to the Jobcentre and 
got on benefits, got a council house and 
lived off handouts I wouldn’t be facing 
this huge bill. 

“Tt’s a crazy amount of money and I 
don’t see why I should pay more just 
because I work for a living.”

Harlow Council was unable to offer 
an explanation as to why the 
Nowosielskis’ bill was so high as the 
Star went to press, but housing com- 
mittee chairman Lee Dangerfield 
admitted that a council officer and sur- 
veyor had now agreed some of the work 
needed redoing.

New purge on 
young drinkers

ADULTS who buy alcohol for 
children are being targeted as 
part of the latest crackdown on 


underage drinking in Harlow. 

The purge has already cost a 19- 
year-old man an £80 fine for buying 
booze for two girls. 

The incident occurred in Bush Fair 
last Friday when the man and four 
youngsters were stopped during a rou- 
tine patrol as part of an operation run by 
Harlow Council, police and Essex 
Trading Standards officers. 

Two of the girls were carrying alcohol 
which CCTV footage from a nearby 
shop proved had been bought by the 19- 
year-old. 

Nick Churchill, chairman of Harlow 
Council’s licensing committee, said: 
“We are increasingly shutting down the 
routes through which underage people 
obtain alcohol. 

“We have targeted the retailers and 
will now deal with the proxy sales. We 
need to make adults aware that buying 
the odd bottle for young people is not 
harmless. Not only is it illegal, it is plac- 
ing children and young people at risk.” 

Anyone caught buying alcohol on 
behalf of under 18s will receive a fixed 
penalty fine. 


“We will be targeting areas where we 
know young people approach shoppers 
and watching for these transactions,” 
warned Mr Churchill. 

The crackdown is part of an ongoing 
operation to reduce underage drinking in 
the town and follows on from successful 
test purchasing exercises to catch shops 
selling alcohol to minors. 

The action has had positive results, 
with test purchasing failure rates slashed 
from 37 per cent in 2007 to just 11 per 
cent in 2008. 


Chief Inspector Nick Morris, of 
Harlow police, said: “Members of the 
public often tell us that the issue of 
underage drinking in public concerns 
them. 

“Statistics show that young people 
who get drunk in public are not only 
more likely to behave in a criminal man- 
ner but are even more likely to become a 
victim of crime. 

“All adults who purchase alcohol for 
underage people are putting these peo- 
ple in danger.” 


No charges over scooter death 


A MOBILITY scooter rider will not be 
prosecuted over the death of a Harlow 
pensioner. 

Lillian Macey (90), of Wedhey, was 
knocked down and killed after colliding 
with the vehicle as she crossed a road 
while holidaying in the Isle of Wight in 
July. 

An investigation was launched and 
witnesses sought over the accident. But 
this week prosecutors said that while the 
standard of driving fell below that of a 
competent and careful driver and was 
careless, no charges would be brought 
because scooter drivers are not governed 
by the same laws as road users. 

A spokesman for the Crown 
Prosecution Service said the island’s dis- 


trict crown prosecutor had reached the 
decision after reviewing the initial police 
investigation. 

“Other offences of assault and wanton 
or furious driving were considered,” he 
added. “However, the DCP decided that 
there was insufficient evidence to pro- 
vide a realistic prospect of conviction for 
those offences and therefore the driver 
will not be prosecuted.” 

Mrs Macey had walked across a zebra 
crossing when she was struck by the 
scooter driven by a 76-year-old man. She 
was taken to hospital but died two days 
later. 

Her family has been informed about 
the CPS decision and a file on her death 
is now being prepared for the coroner.

Disabled woman’s nightmare 


over ‘botched’ 


A DISABLED council tenant claims 
she has paid more than £1,000 for 
botched refurbishment work on her 
home. 


Joy Bedu (57), of Northbrooks, 
Harlow, spent £1,200 on replacing 
decking in her back garden and 
retiling her bathroom. 

But she said she had been left with a 
broken shower, uneven tiling, 
crumbling grouting and screws 
protruding dangerously from her new 


decking which have cut her dog’s paws. 


Ms Bedu, who suffers from arthritis 
and is awaiting a knee operation, told 
the Star: “This has been an absolute 
nightmare. I haven’t been able to have 
a shower for weeks now, which my 
doctor says is vital to get my muscles 
working in the morning.” 

After her attempts to get the company 
to rectify the faults failed, Ms Bedu 
contacted trading standards who 
advised her to send the firm a letter

outlining her complaints. 

When this failed to provoke a 
response, she sought advice from 
Harlow Citizens’ Advice Bureau about 
the possibility of taking legal action 
against the firm and is now awaiting 
an appointment with a specialist 
advisor to look at her case in detail. 
“Tt had taken me ages to save up for 
the work to be done and now I'm going 
to have to get it done all over again,” 
she said. “I just want other people to 
be aware so they don’t make the same 
mistakes as me.” 

When the Star contacted the company 
who carried out the work, they said 
they had done nothing wrong and 
dismissed Ms Bedu’s complaints as 
“insane”. 

“When we finished up we asked her if 
she had any problems with the work 
but she seemed perfectly happy,” he 
said. “As far as we’re concerned we’ve 
done nothing wrong.”

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Rents decision is 
a Tory travesty 


SIR, Lee Dangerfield’s letter regarding 
rent reductions for council tenants only 
serves to highlight how far out of touch 
the Conservative-run council has become 
and how little they care for the people 
they represent. 
In response to his claim that it will cost 
Harlow Council £420,000 to accept this 
subsidy, the reason for this is that the 
Conservatives increased rents above the 
Government’s guideline of 6.2 per cent. 
Therefore, with an offer which subsidised 
rent reductions for all tenants within an 
area based on the assumption that the rent 
reductions would be 50 per cent of 6.2 per 
cent, a rent increase greater than 6.2 per 
cent meant there would naturally be a 
shortfall. 


Of course Harlow Council was not the 
only council across England to propose a 
rent increase above the guideline. 
However, 99 per cent of these local 
authorities wisely took the decision that 
accepting the Government’s offer and 
making the rents tenants have to pay more 
affordable in the current economic 
climate is the right thing to do. 

These local authorities prioritised their 
council tenants, something Harlow 
Council has failed to do since the 
Conservatives took control. 


It is also worth pointing out that in over 
50 years of Labour or joint Labour 
administration, the council never once 
proposed setting rents above the 
Government’s guideline figure. 

Over the past two years we have become 
used to the Conservatives running down 
the council’s financial position to serve 
their own ends. The fact that they are now 
exaggerating its financial position to 
avoid passing on the rent reduction is a 
disgrace and has to stop. 

That Harlow Council is one of only three

Tenants lose out 


SIR, Last March, in response to the 
economic crisis currently confronting all 
of us, the government made provision for 
local councils to reduce the amount by 
which they would have otherwise 
increased their house rents for this year 
only. 


The Government has received a £19bn 
income from the rents paid by council 
tenants over the past 30 years. This is 
because of Tory housing legislation dating 
back to then. 

The balance of income is very much in 
favour of central government and not 
tenants as little of this money has found 
its way back to source. Now there is a 


demand for new council house building 
which has already been paid for by 
tenants’ rents. 


Of all the 200 or so councils eligible, only 
three have refused to reduce rents. Harlow 
is one of them. 


Harlow Council says that by taking up the 
Government scheme it will become 
approximately £1.1m poorer in its rents 
income this year. Against this, the 
Government will be making a payment to 
Harlow this year of some £900k resulting 
from interest adjustments. 


The Housing Revenue Account (HRA) 
has already been raided to the tune of 
£350k this year by the Tory 
administration to use for other purposes. 
With the addition and retention of these 
monies and tenants having their rent 
increase reduced, the HRA would be 
healthier with more cash towards 
achieving the Decent Homes Standard. 


So when the Tories cast dark hints on cuts 
in further services such as The Playhouse, 
paddling pools and Pets Corner in

addition to those made earlier this year, 
one has to wonder what they set out to 
achieve. Certainly placing the blame on 
council tenants having a £3 reduction on 
their rent increase is extremely unfair 
considering the sums they have 
contributed via Tory-inspired law to 
central government for 30 years.

ITH 12 million Ford 
Fiestas already sold 
across the world, the 
latest model has a lot 
to live up to — and it’s been 
carefully designed to succeed. 
It’s lighter, yet stiffer, greener and 
cheaper to run. It’s also safer and 
better to drive even than the 
Mazda2 supermini, with which it 
shares a common platform. 
This car represents Ford’s future — 
in more ways than one. 
So, climb in: what’s the experience 
like? 
Well, the first thing you'll 
probably notice is that there’s 
nowhere to put your key, Ford 
having switched to one of those 
trendy (but rather pointless) 
‘Power’ buttons which you press 
to start. 
It’s easier to get comfortable at the 
wheel than it was in the old car 
thanks to the improved seating 
and rake/reach wheel adjustment. 
Peace of mind comes with the 
news that this is the first Ford 
small car to feature a driver’s 
knee airbag, along with side 
airbags and optional curtain 
airbags. 
Engine choices start with the 
familiar 60PS 1.25-litre and 90PS 
1.4-litre Duratec petrol units. Also 
carried over is the old, frugal, if 
rather leisurely 68PS 1.4-litre 
TDCi. Above this level, things

start to get a bit more interesting. 


Ford has been doing a bit of work 
on the old model’s 90PS 1.6-litre 
TDCi Duratorg engine with the 
result that you can now order it in 
ECOnetic form, in which it emits 
just 99g/km of COs, making it 
exempt from UK road fund duty. 
Other superminis look like 
lumbering 4x4s in comparison. 


At the other end of the scale, Ford 
is keen to reassure driving 
enthusiasts that it hasn’t forgotten 
them either, with the introduction 
of a 120PS 1.6-litre T-VCT petrol 
powerplant that makes 60mph in 
9.9 seconds, used in plusher 
models that include the sporty 
Zetec-S. 

Trim levels start with Studio, 
rising through Style and Style+ to 


the low running cost ECOnetic 
model. Zetec, as before, is 
expecting to be popular, likely to 
account for around 35 per cent of 
sales, while sporty drivers get the 
3-door-only Zetec-S, offered either 
with 1.6-litre TDCi diesel power or 
the 1.6-litre Duratec Ti-VCT petrol 
unit. 

At the top of the range, Titanium 
variants are specced up like 
Christmas trees but retail at the 
kind of money which would buy 
you a significantly larger car. 
Less, as so often, is more. 
Anyway, even entry-level Fiestas 
come with ABS, front, side and 
knee airbags, a CD player, central 
locking and electric mirrors. 
There are nice touches, too: we 
particularly liked the EasyFuel

cap-less refuelling. 


This Fiesta may not be the largest 
car in the supermini sector, but on 
just about every other main 
criterion it’s either up there or 
class-leading, which makes a 
change from the relative 
mediocrity of the previous 
generation model. 


It at last has cutting-edge looks 
and a decent cabin, plus the 
ECOnetic version shows other 
makers how green a compact yet 
practical runabout like this can 
be. 

Overall, a pragmatic mix between 
tried and tested elements that are 
cost-effective and shiny new 
details that gel extremely well. 
Small car buyers simply can’t 
ignore this car.

When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 


So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 


Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 


There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 


¢ Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


¢ Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 


¢ Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 


* Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 


* Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the No1 area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 


Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 


If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 


Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 


Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 


References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be.

If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 


A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 


The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 


¢ Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 


¢ Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 


¢ Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it.

Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department.

High Court throws out winding-up order 
but club could still face 10-point penalty 


THE Hawks face the 
likely prospect of a 


10-point deduction 
today (Thursday) 
when the Ryman 


League board meets, 
writes DAVID RIM- 
MER. 

But this will be a drop 
in the ocean compared to 
the prospect of liquida- 
tion which has hung over 
the club — reportedly 
£280,000 in debt — like a 
Sword of Damocles all 
summer. 

A CVA (Company 
Voluntary Agreement) was 
agreed last Thursday to 
allow the club to pay off its 
creditors after Harlow-based 
firm LD Financial Services 
stepped in to help the cash- 
strapped club. 

A judge at London’s High 
Court yesterday formally 
dismissed a winding-up peti- 
tion brought against the club 
by the taxman. 

Registrar Derrett was told 
that the club, which had 
faced winding up proceed-

ings brought by Her 
Majesties Revenue and 
Customs, had entered the 
CVA on September 17 and 
in those circumstances he 
formally dismissed the 
moves to close the club. 

If an arrangement had not 

been reached and the club 
had been wound up its 
affairs would have effective- 
ly handed over to an official 
receiver. 
His job would then have 
been to do his best to ensure 
hat debts were paid off by 
selling any assets available 
and then bringing the busi- 
ness to a close. 

However, Nick Robinson, 
he Ryman League vice- 
chairman, expects a decision 
on a possible points deduc- 
ion to be made today. 

He told Star Sport: “It 
will be brought up and a 
decision will be made.” 

Hawks chairman Carol 
Bothwell remains undaunt- 
ed. She said: “We will 
appeal against a 10-point 
deduction but I 
> am confident 
that even ifa

10-point deduction goes 
through we will still avoid 
relegation.” 

Harlow are currently on 
six points and fourth from 
bottom in division one north 
(19th spot). 

But Bothwell is relieved 
the club is still going. 
“Everything had been up in 
the air and it’s a big weight 
lifted. We can get everything 
sorted out now. I would like 
to thank LD Financial 
Services and my family for 
their support,” she said. 

Under the CVA, £1,600 
per month will be paid to 
creditors but the current 
three-figure weekly playing 
wage bill will be maintained. 

Bothwell, who took over 
the club in July, said: “The 
playing budget will stay the 
same. It’s not going to 
change. If we get investors 
and sponsors we will look to 
put it up. Three people have 
approached me and I will 
speak to them in the next 
few weeks.” 

David Mond, of Hodgson 
Chartered Accountants, has 
been appointed to make sure 
the club pays off their 
monthly debt. He said: 
“Harlow Town FC has done 
what was necessary to give 
the club a chance to re- 
emerge and try and rebuild 
itself in a more stable, finan- 
cial position with the sup- 
port of the town.” 

Hawks first team boss 
Anthony Anstead said: “If 
there is a 10-point deduc- 
tion, we will cross that path 
when we come to it. We are 
strong enough to get over a 


10-point deduction.”
